TURK INVASIONS OF MESOPO- 
TAMIA CAUSES CONCERN

London, Sept. 27—There has been 
a@ renewal of the trouble along the 
frontier of Irak (Mesopotamia) with- 
in the last three days, according to 
an unofficial report printed by the 
Morning Post, the Turks having 
crossed the boundary and again been | 
repulsed by British airmen.

FILMING “THE ALASKAN” 


The Inside Story of Thomas 
Meighan’s Great New Para- 
mount Picture 


(Here is Director Herbert Brenon’s 
own story of what happened when he 
took his entire company to British 
Columbia and Alberta to produce 
Thomas Meighan’s latest Paramount 
picture “The Alaskan” which opens 
next Monday and Tuesday at the 
Empress Theatre.) 

From the outset, I believed James 
Oliver Curwood’s story, “The 
Alaskan”, as a motion picture, would 
afford Thomas Meighan his greatest 
role. It had many of the same quali- 
ties which made “The Covered Wag- 
on” so powerful, There was 2 convinc- 
ing reality in its situations which 
made the same appeal to something 
ingrained in the hearts of Americans. 
Stories of the pioneers, if they are 
told in all their strong simplicity, as 
in “The Covered Wagon”, will al- 
ways light a glow in the true Ameri- 
can’s breast. In the case of “The 
Alaskan”, the story is of pioneers 
whose battles are so recent as scarce- 
ly to have become history. 

It was to catch the fading glamour 
of the Alaskan empire builder as it 
merged with the strong progressive 
spirit of the men who hold the land 
today, that we went northward. 

I can never be sufficiently thankful 
for the fact that all the players in my 
company were seasoned actors, 


Inexperienced people could never 
have retained their enthusiasm for 
their roles in the face of the hard- 
ships and discouragements which met 
us. For such players as Estelle Taylor 
John Sainpolis, Charles Ogle, Frank 
Campeau and Anna May Wong, who 
headed the cast supporting Thomas 
Meighan, each fresh obstacle served 
to strengthen their determination to 
achieve their utmost in “The 
Alaskan.” 

For ten days, following our arrival 


on location, we experienced every 
variety of weather except good 
weather. It rained, hailed and 


snowed, The sun came out for brief 
intervals and then hid behind heavy 
clouds. Sometimes we remained in 
position for two or three hours, wait- 
ing fcr twenty or thirty seconds 
clear sinshine to play a little scene. 


Frequently we would be only half 
way through it when the light would 
fail again and the whole effort was 
wasted. 

We made our headquarters at a 
point where we were about 
distant from the 
chosen, The most distant was forty- 
five miles away with a two thousand 
foot climb at the end. From the 
summit of the mountain was a 
magnificent vista of snow-capped 
peaks. Below us was a sheer drop of 
over fifteen hundred feet. 

In order that we might be on lo- 
cation when the sun was in the right 
quarter to light the whole of this 
wonderful background of mountain 
ranges, we had to leave camp at two 


o'clock in the morning, ride the forty- 
five miles and ther climb our 
mountain. 

There is one thing I must say 


about those northern latitudes. When 
the sun dé6es shine, the country is 
rarely beautiful. The forests, the 
vari-colored rock strata of the moun- 
tains, the far view of river and lake 
and plane, are fascinating. Making 
“The Alaskan” taught me something 
of the love which nertherners have 
|for their country, 

| Lack of sunshine was by no means 
}our only difficulty. We had mos. 
quitos which drove us nearly frantic. 
Spots which we picked for certain 
scenes because the snow looked very 
well, became dry ground as fast as 
the snw could melt and_ escape. 
Where we didn’t want snow, it fell 
in tons from the cliffs. We had a 
flood which swept away one of our 
sets, a construction camp, after we 
had made a few scenes there and 
needed some more to complete. 

I should like to pay a tribute to 
the patience and unfailing cheerful- 
ness of Thomas Meighan, the star of 
the picture and to the players who 
supported him in the face of dis- 
couragements, difficulties and dis- 
comforts, “The Alaskan”, I think, 
reflects the spirit of loyalty and deter- 
mination which marked every mem- 
ber of the company which went with 
me into the north.

McLeary is now held in the police 
cells and will appear for preliminary 
hearing. 

When the city police, on “being 
notified of what had taken place, ar- 
rived at the Dairy about twenty 
minutes after six, Taylor was found 
dead. 

Dr. Lovering was summoned and 
found the man dying. He expired in 
his presence before any medical aid 
could be rendered. 

The whole affair occurred in the 
space of a few minutes, the deceased 
man falling between the shipping and 
the washing room in the dairy. 

Cause of Argument 

As far as can be ascertained there 
was an argument between Taylor and 
McLeary over the want of steam 
pressure in the boiler room, and the 
blow was struck during the alterca- 
tion. 

McLeary was arrested on the 
charge of manslaughter and lodged 
in custody in the police cell, to appear 
before the magistrate at ten o'clock 
on Tuesday morning. 

Deaced was about 35 years of age 
and married, and is said to have a 
wife and family of three children. 


“We, the jury emparelled to en- 
quire into the cause of death of 
James Taylor, find as follows: 

“That the said James Taylor came 
to his death at about 6 p.m. Sept- 
ember 29, 1924, at the Crystal Dairy 
building, Lethbridge, Alberta as the 
result of a fractured skull, which 
fracture was caused by his skull com- 
ing in contact with a concrete floor 
after a blow having been delivered by 
one McLeary. 

“Rider—Your jury are of the opin- 
ion that the blow delivered by Mc- 
Leary was not delivered with inten- 
tion of doing injury to the said James 
Taylor.” 

Signed—R. V. Gibbons, foreman, A. 
E. Cross, D. A. Smith, R. Morland, A. 
Neidig, David Livingstone. 

This was the finding of the jury at 
the inquest held by Coroner McNicol 
Tuesday night in the Lethbridge city 
pclice court to inquire into the causes 
of the death of the late James Taylor, 
who died at the Crystal Dairy on 
Monday evening.
